An Immediate denture is one where the remaining natural teeth 
are removed and the denture Is placed directly In the mouth, «o the 
patient doet not have to go without teeth

Usually the front teeth are 
left. Then when the denture Is 
ready, these are extracted and 
the denture Inserted.

As the gums heal, the denture 
will gradually loosen up and .sore 
spots may develop as the denture 
continues to settle. If the denture 
becomes too loose, your dentist 
may recommend some form of ad­ 
hesive to help you until the gums 
are completely healed.

The denture can then be re­ 
fitted, or in cases where the 
change Is so great that the bite 
has changed, the dentures may 
have to be remade.

266th street up to Crest road, 
the Palos Verdes boundaries, ex­ 
cluding the area inside the Roll­ 
ing Hills gatehouse which is 
considering a separate incorpo­ 
ration, and over to Western ave­ 
nue (a total of about 10 square 
miles).

Halferty estimated Lomita's 
assessed valuation at about $7 
million, and the same for the 
Rolling Hills area und^er consid­ 
eration.

This would bring their com­ 
bined assessed valuation 1o 
around $14 million anH their 
combined population 1o 18,000. 

Firm Basis
Halferty called this a "firm 

basis for incorporation." He 
said that incorporation is prac­ 
tical because the "projected in­ 
come and the projected dis­ 
bursements would be in a 
healthy balance."

Incorporation, he said, would 
not disturb the present tax pic­ 
ture either, in fact, it would 
probably remain the same. 

Why Form City?
Halferty gave three reasons 

for making incorporation desir­ 
able. First, the possibility of 
being annexed by Los Angeles 
or Torrance; second, in order to 
get fuller and better returns for 
their tax dollar; and third, to 
permit the area to retain its 
identity.

"What are minor irritants to 
absentee government becomes 
possible to solve quickly when 
individuals have a government 
of their o\vn," he said. "You 
will be able to apply funds to 
the immediate solving of your 
needs this is the chief advant­ 
age. Tt is representation with 
taxation."

At present both areas have 
"absentee government," he said, 
which is 20 miles away. 

. Discussing the form of gov­ 
ernment the area would have, 
he said it. would be a "general 
law city." The voters would 
elect the council whose mem­ 
bers serve for slight or no pay.

The city's employes would 
consist of a clerk, city admin­ 
istrator (not city manager), 
treasurer, attorney, deputies 
and assistants.

The city would use the 
county's engineer.

Halferty advocated t.he use 
of the "take-wood plan," a 
new concept of irovenunent 
whereby a city contracts with 
the county for lt« services 
wtoloti are carried out. to con­ 
form to the city's law*.
Halferty said it is always pos­ 

sible to change 1o another plan 
later whereby the city sets up 
it.s own departments, but it is 
best to start with the county at 
first.

The school district and its

ooundaries are not alfected by 
municipal incorporation in any 
way, Halferty said. 

Coat
Regarding costs, Halferty of­ 

fered some rule-of-thumb fig­ 
ures, stating that the first 
year's income would be about 
$370,000, while expenditures 
would run to about $203,600.

He broke the income down as 
follows: State gas tax refund, 
$54.000; auto license, $97,200; 
liquor license, $10,000; county 
gas tax fund, $10,000; business 
license, $12,500; franchises (util­ 
ities), $2500; municipal and 
county court fines, $15,000; 
building permits. $10.000: sales 
tax, $60.000 (probably $100,000, 
with new shopping centers); 
property tax (50 cents per $100), 
$70.000.

He figured expenses as fol­ 
lows: Council, $3600; employes, 
989,000; health department. $500; 
street maintenance, $50,000; 
street lighting, $17,000; water 
works, $11,500; lighting con­ 
struction. $4000; police protec­ 
tion, $75,000; planning commis­ 
sion, $2000; jail, $1000. Of 
these costs, road, lighting and 
water districts would be elimi­ 
nated or become optional. 

Taxes
Under present conditions, 

taxes are $6.90 (using a sample 
code area). If the area incorpo­ 
rated, taxes for the same area 
would be $6.89 per $100 of as­ 
sessed valuation.

Halferty indicated that both 
areas- Lomita and the Rolling

The offerings in summer 
school are open to all children 
living in Torrance.

Hills section would be paying 
their own way. Lomita would At
